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1.0 Introduction

This annual report was prepared by the Public SesviDepartment, City of Winchester,
Virginia, in accordance with Section Il E of the r@eal Permit (VARO4) for Discharges of

Stormwater From Small Municipal Separate Storm 3e8ystems (MS4), effective July 9,

2008. As required under the permit, the City ohViester reviewed its existing MS4 Program
and revised the Program on January 8, 2009 to theetonditions of the MS4 General Permit.
This Program Plan was later revised on January0®0 2y the City to continue to meet the
following goals:

* Reduce the discharge of pollutants to the “maxinextent practicable”;
* Protect water quality; and
» Satisfy the appropriate water quality requiremerftihe Clean Water Act.

The Program addresses the six minimum control nmeaddentified in the General Permit to
reduce pollutants. For each of the minimum contnebsures listed below, the City identified
Best Management Practices (BMPs), measurable gadiledules, and responsible parties:

» Public Outreach and Education

» Public Participation and Involvement

» lllegal Discharge Detection and Elimination

» Construction Site Runoff Control

» Post-Construction Stormwater Management in New ¢veent and Redevelopment
* Pollution Prevention and Good Housekeeping

This Program is the basis for the information pnése in this annual report. A copy of the
Program is included in Appendix A.

This annual report covers the period from Julyl,2through June 30, 2013.

1.1 Background Information

This report is submitted by the Public Services @apent, City of Winchester, Virginia, in
accordance with General Permit Number VAR040053Fermit Year 5. There have been no
changes to the City’s roles and responsibilitiexeithe program was revised on January 5,
2010. In that update, the following changes in Responsible Party Role for BMPs were
reported:

No new regulated MS4 outfalls were discovered m @ity or added to the City’s storm sewer
system map during this reporting year.

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2.0 Status of Compliance with Year 5 Permit Conditions (July 1, 2012-June 30,
2013)

As part of the City’'s MS4 program, the City is r@gd to track and implement BMPs, gauge the
effectiveness of BMP goals, and otherwise achieegress towards the overall goal of reducing
pollutants. This section of the annual report aorg information for ongoing and completed
activities within this reporting period for eachtbe minimum control measures identified in the
General Permit and the measures adopted by theirCitg program plan. Table 1 provides a

solutions to today’s water quality challenges. &fthe Storm” also explains simple
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steps citizens can follow to protect their locatevahed. The City recently changed from
broadcasting the program on the public accessisgdevchannel to making it available
on the City’s website due to the fact that fundfng the public access channel was
eliminated by City Council. The website providesdr information to citizens,
households, public employees, and businesses. Bygaig the availability of this
information from a limited broadcast schedule afrfames per year on the public access
channel to virtually unlimited availability on Cisystormwater website, the City hopes to
improve access and increase exposure to this ianagtiucational information.

The City’s stormwater website recorded 231 pagewiduring this permit period. Also
during the permit period, no calls were receivedrenstormwater complaint hotline.

2.1.2 BMP 1.2: The City participated in the Wellness Festival abiiary 23, 2013.
Approximately 250 informational brochures and steater-related materials were
distributed at this event. The informational brodsurelayed information about the
City’s stormwater complaint hotline and the Citgdopt-A-Stream Program, as well as
other stormwater pollution information. Outreaclaterial to promote the stormwater
complaint hotline and the Adopt-A-Stream Progranmcsuded in Appendix B.

2.1.3BMP 1.3: The City currently operates a stormwater complagtline. The hotline

IS advertised to the public on the City's website t a
www.winchesterva.gov/engineering/stormwater.phpuring this reporting period, no

calls were received on the hotline, although thy @id receive a complaint regarding a
potential illicit discharge to the storm sewer systfrom a car rental business’s vehicle
washing operation (as reported in Section 2.3.Rvige A copy of the cease and desist
notice sent to the property owner is included inp&pdix G. In addition, outreach

material to promote the stormwater complaint hetlis included in Appendix B. The

City considered whether to distribute another tytiiill insert advertising the stormwater

complaint hotline during this permit year. Staffimately decided that an additional

mailing is not warranted at this time, althoughtrifisition of a mailer will be considered

again during the next permit cycle. The City wiintinue to support the hotline because
it provides a mechanism to track and address amynstater issues identified by the

public.

214 BMP 1.4: The City has posted stormwater information onirtlveebsite at

http://www.winchesterva.gov/engineering/stormwatiep. including information about

the Adopt-A-Stream Program. Although no calls weeeeived to the stormwater
complaint hotline during the reporting period, tkaty did receive one complaint
regarding a potential illicit discharge to the stosewer system from a car rental
business’s vehicle washing operation (as reporeSection 2.3.3 below). In addition,
the City recorded 231 page views on its stormwatdsite. The City also began posting
stormwater-related information on the City’s Faadbgage during the permit year.
Specifically, the City posted messages on at |lsasen occasions including flood
warnings, storm system construction updates, notiteCity Council deliberations

regarding changes to the City’s strategic plan, simdlar notices. There were a number
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of “likes” and comments posted by citizens in reg®to these posts. By utilizing this
popular social media, the City hopes to better gaghe public on stormwater issues.

2.1.5BMP 1.5: The City Engineer continued the Watershed and Stater Educational
Opportunities Program as part of the City’s formpedgram of stormwater education at
schools within the City. The Engineering Departimeifers educational talks on
stormwater and related issues, including waterugiol, water conservation, the water
cycle and watersheds. The City will continue tospe opportunities with City schools
to educate students about stormwater managememelabeld issues.

2.2 Public Involvement/Participation

The objective of this control measure is to promtbte availability of the MS4 program plan to
the public for review and comment, provide accesshe annual stormwater report, and to
promote community engagement in activities thatl witrease public participation, reduce
stormwater pollutants, and improve water quality.

The City continues to encourage public involvementstormwater management activities
through its formal Adopt-A-Stream Program. Approgiely 50 flyers containing information
about this program were distributed at workshops events throughout the permit year. One
organization participated in this program during teporting period.

One hundred fifty (150) pet waste flyers were alsiributed by the City of Winchester during
Permit Year 5. This tri-fold brochure describeg timpacts of pet waste on waterbodies,
provisions of the City Code pertaining to pet wasted how pet owners can lessen pet waste
impacts. The citizens can also contact City staffarding stormwater concerns or complaints
through the City’s stormwater complaint hotline.p@&s of the Adopt-A-Stream Program flyer,
pet waste brochure, and stormwater complaint heflyer are included in Appendix B. Table 3
describes the tasks, measurable goals, and sfatus Bublic Involvement/Participation BMPs.

The City’s posting e permit, program plan and annual
reports provides an opportunity for review and canmby all interested parties and
complies with all applicable freedom of informatiguirements.

2.3 lllicit Discharge Detection and Elimination

The goal of this minimum control measure is to depeimplement, and enforce a program to
detect and eliminate illicit discharges into thenieipal separate storm sewer system. To meet
this goal, the operator of a small MS4 must devaon@ maintain an updated storm sewer map,
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develop and implement procedures to detect illgtharges and to monitor outfalls, and notify
any downstream MS4 of physical interconnectionsie Tasks, measurable goals, and status of
the lllicit Discharge Detection and Elimination BMIBre described in Table 5.

The City updates the storm sewer map on a contgum@asis with the receipt of “as-built”

development plans. A copy of the most recent stemer map is included in Appendix C.

2.3.1 BMP 3.1: The City collaborates with Frederick County oroim{ hazardous spill
response program and a household hazardous wastetioa program. Household
hazardous waste such as insecticides, pesticidescpemicals, antifreeze, transmission
fluid, car batteries, fluorescent and compact ligiies, paints, thinners, solvents and
household cleaners are collected from residentprimper disposal. Several of the items
collected are sent off for recycling. These cditets are held on the first and third
Wednesdays of each month from noon to 6 p.m. duttiegmonths of April through
October at the landfill's citizens' convenienceteen

In addition, citizens can drop off household refum®d recyclables at 11 citizens’
convenience sites located throughout Frederick Goumhese centers offer these
services to Frederick County and Winchester ressdest no charge. Citizens’
convenience sites are located throughout the County

2.3.2BMP 3.2: The City conducted dry weather inspections aloedii®d Run on May
21, 2013. The inspection did not reveal any netfatls or stream crossings. No illicit
connections or discharges were found along thisnsety There were no follow-up
activities required as a result of dry weather @wjpns conducted along Hoge Run in
Permit Year 4 since there were no illicit dischargkentified at that time.

2.3.3 BMP 3.3: There were no illicit connection calls to the starater complaint
hotline during this reporting cycle. However, @gy did receive a complaint regarding
a potential illicit discharge to the storm sewesteyn from a car rental business’s vehicle
washing operation. Contact with company managenmvastattempted in-person by City
inspectors on two occasions without success. TémaBment followed up by mailing a
“cease and desist” letter to both the local ofiicel corporate headquarters in January.
No further complaints were received or dischargeseoved; therefore, no additional
action was taken. A copy of documentation relatedhis incident is included in
Appendix G.

2.3.4 BMP 3.4. The stormwater complaint hotline was establishecciiizens to report
problems with stormwater issues (such as floodind arosion or water pollution),
maintenance issues (such as clogged inlets or gorablat stormwater ponds), and/or
erosion and sediment control problems (such amdadilt fences at construction sites).
It was also developed for citizens to report sutggbstormwater violations such as
unauthorized or illegal dumping of materials inteeams and waterbodies. There were
no illicit connection calls to the stormwater comipt hotline during this reporting cycle,
although the City did receive a complaint regardmgotential illicit discharge to the
storm sewer system from a car rental business’Eleelvashing operation (as reported in
Section 2.3.3. above). The results of the Citg\gestigation and follow-up actions are
described in Section 2.3.3.

2.3.5BMP 3.5: The City has an established schedule for houddamash and recycling
pickup service for residents. This is a weekly enavailable to all residents whereby
the City provides free recycling bins to residenBs providing the recycling service, the
City reduces the amount of material that will beproperly disposed in the landfill or
illegally dumped. In addition, the City provides&kly pickup of yard waste from
March through January. This service also redusesmount of material disposed in the
landfill.

In this permit year, approximately 6,680.97 tonshofisehold waste, 1,164.41 tons of
yard waste and 2,159.93 tons of recycled materfmsluding scrap metal) were
collected. The City distributed 1,318 recyclinqidito residents and businesses, not
including the downtown recycling bins or those tate distributed for special events.
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2.3.6 BMP 3.6 The City has an established an inflow and infiitnat abatement

program to replace or slipline sanitary sewers amghholes, thus preventing illicit
discharges to groundwater and streams. The Gisyimplemented this BMP on an
ongoing basis and will replace and slipline an agerof 5,000 linear feet of sanitary
sewer line per year. During Permit Year 5, thgy @placed approximately 4,000 linear
feet of sanitary sewer mains, replaced 43 sanitsewer manholes and lined
approximately 4,052 feet of sanitary sewer pipe.

2.4 Construction Site Stormwater Runoff Control

The goal of this minimum control measure is to dgweimplement and enforce procedures to
reduce pollutants in stormwater runoff which resdtn construction activities involving a land
disturbance of one acre or greater. Table 6 de=setthe tasks, measurable goals, and status of

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24.1 BMP 4.1: The City's Water Protection Ordinance includes remmuents for
construction site operators to control waste. Task was measured by the percentage
and number of construction sites that met compéaequirements with first and follow-
up site inspections (if needed). For this repgrtoycle, 90% of the construction sites
inspected met the City’s requirement for contrglimaste upon a first inspection. 98%
of construction sites inspected met the City’s megnent for controlling waste upon a
second inspection.

24.3 BMP 4.3: The City monitors all construction activities oacng within the City
limits as part of its erosion and sediment conprgram authorized by the Virginia
Erosion and Sediment Control Law and Regulatio@onstruction activities are also
monitored under the City’s stormwater managememigiam as authorized by the
Virginia Stormwater Management Act and Regulations.

Within this reporting cycle:

« 30 construction plans were reviewed and 27 construplans were approved by
the City; and
» 5 of these plans required a VPDES permit.

During this reporting period, the City maintainedadfirmative status of “consistent”
from DCR.

24.4 BMP 4.4: During this reporting cycle, no complaints wereeiged from the
stormwater complaint hotline regarding construcsda problems.

maintenance schedule.

2.5.2 BMP 5.2 BMP maintenance agreements are required for iathfgly owned water
quality and water quantity BMPs. The City maintagdist of all permanent BMPs
including those for which the City has and does hate an executed (i.e. signed)
maintenance agreement with the owner. During #y®nting period, the City continued
an implementation program to notify all propertyress of inspections required on an
annual basis. A copy of the letter, BMP inspectiorm, and list of BMPs with and
without executed maintenance agreements is includégpendix D.

During this reporting period, 74 private BMPs on &ites were inspected through the
City’'s BMP maintenance program. Seventy-one (71those BMPs were found to be in
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compliance with operations and maintenance requnésy and copies of the inspection
reports outlining the corrective actions requiredtbe remaining 3 BMPs were sent to
the owners. The City will continue to perform fallaup inspections on these BMPs.

2.6 Pollution Prevention/Good Housekeeping for Municipal Operations

The goal of this minimum control measure is to deweimplement, evaluate, and modify an

operation, maintenance, and training program fonioipal operations.

This goal includes

updating SWPPPs for City facilities, training Cgtaff, and developing storm water pollution

prevention protocols for City contractors.

2.6.1 BMP 6.1: The City Yards, which is a storage and maintendacgity for heavy
equipment and materials operated by the Public W&@kpartment, has an approved
SWPPP in place in order to limit discharges of ygalhts to the storm sewer system. The
plan outlines proposed improvements that will etiate potential sources of pollution
and provides recommendations to eliminate disclsamfepollutants to streams and
waterways. Standard Operating Procedures are edlad part of the SWPPP. The
SWPPP is reviewed and updated every three yeatee SWPPP was updated most
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recently in 2010 to include corrective measuresiadeas a result of site inspections. A
copy of the SWPPP is included in Appendix E.

As required in VPDES Permit No. VAR050822 for thacility, quarterly visual

monitoring was conducted on October 18, 2012, Jgn2é, 2013, and April 23, 2013.
The annual facility inspection was performed injoastion with visual monitoring on
January 16, 2013.

2.6.2 BMP 6.2 The City operates and maintains a salt storagevahétle washing
facility. The facility is in use as planned andsidmed. Inspections of the facility were
conducted as part of the City Yard inspections atoer 18, 2012, January 24, 2013
and April 23, 2013.

2.6.3 BMP 6.3: The City requires all employees to attend a sharhing session on
Environmental Management Systems (EMS) to raisexttereness among employees of
environmental impacts associated with common welated activities. Although no
EMS training took place for City employees durihg turrent reporting cycle, the City
intends to update and implement a new EMS traipnogram in the first year of the next
permit cycle.

2.6.4 BMP 6.4: City streets are swept on a regular basis to renpmliitants and
improve appearance. During this reporting peridd32 lane miles of streets were
swept.

3.0 Results of Information Collected and Analyzed

There are no requirements for monitoring or datyais as part of this Program.

The City of Winchester was recently issued coveragter the General Permit for Discharges of
Stormwater from Small MS4s by the Commonwealth ofjiia for the permit beginning on
July 1, 2013 and ending June 30, 2017. The Caynlto update its program plan, minimum
control measures and BMPs in accordance with thee small MS4 permit regulations adopted
by the Commonwealth. The City’s updated progrart reflect new measures and program
activities prescribed in Table 1 of 4VAC50-60-1240 small MS4s during the first year of the
2013-2017 permit cycle.

BMP 3.1: Conducting hazardous spill response amgand two household
hazardous waste collection days per month;

BMP 3.2: Implementing inspections of storm seweitkiw the City’s sub-
watersheds;

BMP 3.3: Enforcing the prohibition of illicit conngons, as needed, according to the
City’s Water Protection Ordinance;

BMP 3.4: Administering the stormwater complaintlima& to identify illicit
connections;

BMP 3.5: Providing household trash and recyclieyises to residents;

BMP 3.6: Conducting an inflow and infiltration abenent program to replace or
slipline sanitary sewer system;

5.0 Changes in Identified BMPs or Measurable Goals

BMP 1.1, “Continue Airing TV Programs focused omr@twater”, on the public access channel
was discontinued. The City now makes this matenalilable to citizens through a link on the
City's website to the web video of “After the Stdrmhere citizens may view it. The City will
post links to other stormwater videos as they becawailable.
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BMP 1.3, “Continue Administering Stormwater ComptaHotline”, will be supplemented by
posting the stormwater complaint hotline information the City of Winchester's Facebook
page. By using this popular social media, the @iily be able to provide a large number of
people with this information. The City plans to tiane this activity.

BMP 3.5, “Household Waste Reduction”, is a new Bitfled to the Program Plan in January
2010. This BMP will track the tonnage of trash amatyclables collected in the City’s
residential trash pickup service.

BMP 3.6, “lllicit Discharge Elimination”, is a neBMP added to the Program Plan in January
2010. This BMP is part of the City's inflow andiltration abatement program to prevent illicit
discharges from sanitary sewers from reaching stsear groundwater. This BMP will measure
the linear feet of sanitary sewer replaced or lirsed sanitary manholes replaced.

6.0 Reliance on Other Government Entities

The City of Winchester does not rely on other gowegnt entities to meet the requirements of
the VSMP General Permit.

7.0 Approval Status of Qualifying Local Programs

The Virginia Soil and Water Conservation Board aatéd the City’s Erosion and Sediment
Control Program in accordance with requirement8idi.1-561(E) of the Virginia Erosion and
Sediment Control Law and 4VAC50-30-90(B) of VirginiErosion and Sediment Control
Regulations, and found the program to be consistéhtthe laws and regulations on September
20, 2007.

8.0 Total Maximum Daily Loads (TMDLs) with Waste Load Allocations (WLAs)

A TMDL, as defined by the Environmental Protectidgency, is a calculation of the maximum
amount of a pollutant that a waterbody can recaive still meet water quality standards, and an
allocation of that load among the various sourceshat pollutant.  Pollutant sources are
characterized as either point sources that re@M&A or nonpoint sources that receive a load
allocation. Each state is responsible for devalgdiMDLs for all impaired waters within their
jurisdiction.

Currently, implementation plans are being develop#ithin Virginia to address the TMDLs
developed for the drainage area of the ChesapeakeT®is will include the MS4 Permit area
for the City of Winchester. The City acknowledgleat when these plans are finalized, the City
will modify their Program Plan, as needed, to ma®f new requirements. Also, the City will
participate in the development of the implementaptans for these TMDLs.

8.1 WLAs

Within the City of Winchester, TMDLs and WLAs wedeveloped and approved by the
Virginia Soil and Water Conservation Board. Thetdbuting drainage area for these loads
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extends beyond the City’s designated MS4 perma.arehe TMDL WLAs for the City, as
stated in the Virginia Stormwater Management Pnogré/SMP) Permit Registration
Statement, dated January 5, 2010, are:

* 443 ton/year of sediment to Abrams Creek;
* 269.2 ton/year of sediment to the Lower Opequorekrand
« 19.4 x 10? cfulyear of bacteria to Abrams Creek.

A map showing the drainage areas to impaired ssdamthe City is included in Appendix
A.

In January 2009, the City adopted an ordinance itt@dtided language on migratory and
nonmigratory waterfowl. The purpose of the ordeers to control the feeding and baiting
of migratory and nonmigratory waterfowl in ordergootect the public health and property
and the water quality of lakes, ponds, rivers amdasns in Winchester. The intent of the
ordinance is to reduce the amount of fecal mattan fwaterfowl deposited in the water and
on the adjacent shoreline and waterfront propeatised in part by the feeding and baiting of
these fowl by the public. This ordinance remainsffiect and is enforced by the City.

The City continues to maintain several BMPs thadrass the identified WLAs in the
TMDLs as required under the General Permit. Dedailgformation on the evaluation
techniques and the measurements of success canrxih Section 2.0 of this report. Table
9 describes the activities, waterbody/reach, adldifamt of concern to address the identified
WLASs in the TMDLSs.

8.2 Stormwater Discharges and Pollutant Loadings

Section | B(9)(b) of the General Permit calls for estimate of the volume of stormwater
discharged and quantity of WLA pollutant.

The quantity of WLA pollutants was computed for Amms Creek and Redbud Run, a
tributary to the Lower Opequon Creek, within thayCiThe quantities were computed by
pro-rating the total WLA for sediment and bacteftst Abrams Creek and the Lower

Opequon Creek by the length of impaired streamiwithe City’'s MS4 area to the total

length of impaired stream. This results in tHéofeing quantities:

» 129.7 tons/year of sediment for Abrams Creek
» 12 tons/year of sediment for Redbud Run
« 2,528 x 1& cfulyear of bacteria for Abrams Creek

This methodology does not account for land us@oahy BMPs that are in place within the
City's MS4 area. In Permit Year 5, the City exaeudrthe methodology used to determine
the WLAs but did not propose revised WLAs for thantester MS4 area.

The estimated annual volume of stormwater was ddrusing the Simple Method approach
for the five watersheds within the City as shownTiable 10. The volume of runoff
represented in the table below uses readily avail@eographic Information System (GIS)
data to derive the percent impervious cover and do¢ subtract portions of the City that are
permitted under separate National Pollution DisghaElimination Systems permits (e.g.

9.0 Identification of Illicit Discharges
